However, to" some political ob- 


servers it was apparent that Mel- 
lon does not occupy the same rela- 
tive position of power in the Hoo- 
ver administration as in those of 
Harding and Coolidge. 


Several instances which would 


indicate that the president has fol- 
lowed other advisors than his sec- 
retary of the treasury, have de- 
veloped since the new administra- 
tion took office and have given 
hise to the feeling that Mellon was 
not pleased with his post in the 
present regime. 


REFUND PUBLICITY 


Among the first decided changes 


in treasury policy with the advent 
of the Hoover administration was 
publicity for income and corpora- 
tion tax refunds. While it had 
been maintained that Mellon act- 
ed on his own initiative, following

Gov . Franklin Roosev elt Says 
Mergers Endanger Liber­ 
ties of People. 


NEW YORK, J uly 5.—Demo­ 
crats were exulting 
today ov er 
Gov ernor Franklin D. Roosev elt’s 
attact on “ Big Business” at the in- 
dependance 
day 
celebration and 
dedication of the new Tammany 
all building in Union Square. 
Hailed as “ the next president of 
the United States,” 
the 
sta te’s 
:hief eexcutiv e rev iewed the strug­ 
gle 
between popular gov ernment 
and special priv ilege. This strug­ 
gle, he asserted, was just as real 
today as it ev er was. 
The gov ernor explained that a g ­ 
gregations of capital such as the 
recent Morgan power merger pre­ 
sented dangers to the liberties of 
the people. 
Without wishing 
to 
prejudice the interests of any le­ 
gitimate economic group, he said, 
it was his intention to protect the 
people’s rights and, abov e all, to 
fight for the separation of business 
and gov ernment. 
The Gov ernor’s warnings 
were 
supported by former Gov ernor A1 
Smith and Mayor J ames J . Walk­ 
er. 
Smith dev oted his remarks to 
what he termed encroachment on 
personal liberties by the prohibit­ 
ion law and the general tendencies 
to regulation and regimentation of 
the masses. 
He warned that it 
would soon be against the law to 
smoke in the street.

NFLAMMATION of a Joint is known as arthritis.
